held without bond in the Crosby- 
ton case. A. W. Wallace, the store 
owner, was kidnapped and serious- 
ly wounded.

In a written statement made

Caution Advised 
In Shifting Of 
Defense Plants 


WASHINGTON. Dec. 8— UP)— A 


labor union wants congress to study 
the possibility that moving defense 
plants Inland from seacoasts may 
do more economic harm than mili- 
tary good. , 


The question was raised by the 


executive council of .the Indepen- 
dent International Association of 
Machinists In letters to President 
Truman and all members of con- 
gress. 


"The cure may be worse than the 


disease," Union President Al Hayes 
told newsmen. He referred to the 
recent practice, especially by the 
Air Force, of urging defense plants 
to move away from areas where 
they might be vulnerable to bomb- 
Ing In any way. 


"Many responsible citizens be- 
lieve that the resulting economic 
blighting of large sections of our 
country will cause as much damage 
to our nation as a possible future 
bombing," the 
union 
resolution 
said. 


Hayes said the plant dispersal 
program often causes workers to 
lose their jobs, industry to 
lose 


profits, and the government 
to 


encounter heavy expenses. 


He gave as an example the re- 


moval of .the Chance-Vought air- 
plane plant to Texas, from Bridge- 
port, Conn.— an area which he said 
Is already hard hit by unemploy- 
ment. 


The union chief said the machin- 
ists aren't trying to tell 
defense 


leaders what's best from a military 
standpoint. They Just want to be 
sure, he said, that the military men 
are taking the 
economic conse- 
quences Into account.

They have reason to believe per- 
haps 600 pounds of uranium com- 
pound reached the Reds around 
July of 1944. And they think they 
may be able to spot proof that the 
Russians got 1,000 grams of heavy 
water. 


The Un-American activities com- 
mittee also is trying to find out 
Just- what former lend-lease offici- 
als William C. Moore and James P. 
Hoopes had to do with shipment 
number two back In 1943.

Leslie R. Groves boss of the atom 
bomb project was reported to have 
Canada Reveals 
Uranium Exported 
To Reds In 1943 


OTTAWA, Dec. 8.— UP)— Trade 


Minister C. D. Howe said today 
that a shipment of Canadian uran- 
ium oxide and uranium nitrate 
went to Russia In May, 1943. 


In a statement to the House of 


Commons, Howe said the shipment 
was valued at $2.445 and made 
through normal commercial chan- 
nels by Eldorado Gold Mines, Ltd., 
a private firm which sold Its uran- 
ium-producing property to the Ca- 
nadian government In 1944. 


He said it was treated as a "nor- 


mal" transaction. Few people knew 
then that tests leading to 
the 


atomic bomb were under way and it 
was considered wise not to call at- 
tention to the project by refusing 
orders for metals, he added. 


The policy In 1943 was to give 


all possible aid to warring Russia, 
Howe said. 


He said the Russians asked In 


the normal way for 500 pounds of 
black uranium oxide and 500 pounds 
of uranium nitrate to be used 
In 


the prosecution of the war. The 
oxide was to be used In production 
of armaments, the nitrate for med- 
ical purposes.

House Chamber door to escape a 
quorum call. 


Historians may fail to record 


these 
interesting 
sidelights, but 
Federal Judge Luther A. Johnson 
of the U. S. Tax Court will vouch 
for their authenticity. 
His keen interest In Congress 
and all the intriguing and amus- 
ing tides involving those who 
have served there stem from a 
speech he heard at the old Corsl- 
cana Opera House In the 1890's. 
"The orator .was the tall and 
handsome Congressman Reece Cal- 
houn De 
Graffenreld," 
recalled 
Judge Johnson. 
"He was known as the 'Black 
Eagle of the Flney Woods and rep- 
resented the Tvler-Lonrvlew nr«a. 


"I was just a boy then, but I will 


never forget him standing there on 
the stage with his long-tail Prince 
Albert coat, his black hair and 
flashing eyes," 
Years later, after a successful 
career as an attorney in Coralcana, 
Johnson himself was elected to 
Congress and served in the House 
for 23 years, He gave up his seat 
in 194B to assume his present judge- 
ship at the age of 71, 


"1 heard Reece De Graffenreld 
tell this story on himself,' said 
Judge Johnson, "It happened 60 
years ago, 


"He was smoking a cigar as he 


stood in the roar of the House 
Chamber, The speaker then was 
Tom Reed (R-Malne) known as 
"C%ar' Reed because of the way 
he controlled the House. 
"A page boy hurried up to the 
Texan and relayed to him a mes- 
sage from the Speaker to the ef-

The survey also revealed

officals of almost half

er peak of enrollment will be 
reached within the next 
four years. To cope with 
present situations and pre- 
pare for the expected future, 
77 per cent of institutions 
lave building programs un- 
derway or planned. 


The total population still 


is rising, and young people 
in increasing proportions de- 
sire—and find means—to go 
on to college after finishing 
high school. If this tendency 
is not to be discouraged, still 
more ambitious expansion 
programs may soon be need- 
ed by our institutions of 
higher learning. 


WORLD LABOR GROUP 


The formation of a new 


world labor organization at 
a meeting in London, delib- 
erately aimed to be free of 
Communist influence, is an 
indication of a new attitude 
toward Communists among 
organized labor groups. Not 
many years ago m a n y 
unions, in America as well 
as elsewhere, were quite 
content to tolerate Commun- 
ists in their leadership be- 
cause Communists were in 
turn content to do the hard 
work of labor organization 
and union operation. It was 
nice to have people around 
who could be depended on 


In our modern mass-mlndedness, 


we have overlooked the precious- 
ness of the individual. God's great- 
eat gift to the race is human lives, 
each endowed with peculiar qual- 
ities; no ono entirely like another. 
With every babe that is born there 
comes Into being a new opportu- 
nity for the race.

"Three R's" Won't Do Job, 
Speakers Advise Teachers 


City Unit Hear* 
School Official 


Corslcana 
teachers 
were told 
Tuesday night that the rudimen- 
tary . subjects—"readln', 'rltln', and 
•rlthmetlc" — are not enough for 
this generation. 
"The famous 'three R's' 
don't 
meet the 
challenge 
of today's 
youth," declared B. N. Denard, as- 
sistant superintendent 
of Dallas 
public schools. 
Addressing the Corslcana Teach- 
ers -Association, which met In the 
high school, Denard said that 
more important today is the un- 
derstanding of political features, 
racial problems, and foreign mat- 
ters. 
These subjects, 
he 
indicated, 
must replace the tool subjects of 
the past. 


"Too many teachers are ill-fitted 
in their position," Denard said. 
"We fall in our profession to live 
up to the qualifications of good 
teachers—love for children, 
faith 
in this generation, enthusiasm and 
energy for your job, and the abil- 
ity to offer boys and girls con- 
crete foundations for life's future 
problems." 
It will be years before sufficient- 
ly trained teachers are available, 
he stated, pointing out, however, 
that the Gilmer-Aikln legislation 
is making the teaching profession 
a more attractive one. 
The profession has taken on a 
"new look" In recent years, he 
•aid.Schools used to be responsible 
fdr the mental growth of a stu- 
dent whereas now schools have 
the responsibility of developing 
the student physically, morally 
and emotionally. 
"We must prove to the public 
that they, have done a good job In 
favoring the Gilmer-Alkin Educa- 
tional bill," Denard declared. 
"The 
public is demanding*, better job oi 
teaching, and It Is strictly up to 
the teacher." 
Pete Allen, president of the lo- 
cal teachers organization, called 
the meeting to order.

The need for a change In Amer- 
ca's educational system—to rid It 
f old fashioned Ideas—was voiced 
here Tuesday night at a meeting 


f Navarro county teachers In the 
State Home auditorium. 


Dr. Mortimer Brown, suporln- 


endent of Tyler schools, told some 
.00 teachers that the nation Is 
erlously threatened, that one hope 
exists to preserve freedom. 


"Teachers must strive to find 
a way to produce a generation 
of children into adults who will 
have a conception of what Amer- 
icanism Is all about." he declared. 
"Teachers must try to build a 


curriculum—a course of study- 
hat will offer all children 12 years 
of constructive development" 


The speaker suggested schools 


now are In the stage where an in 
ventory must be kept. He Indicat- 
ed that progresslveness was nec- 
essary. 


"Are we running 
our 
schools 


vith the same stock of merchan- 
dise we-had 100 years ago?" he 
asked. "If so, we may be losing 
customers." 


Pointing to school "drop-outs," 


the educator reported that many 
of that group constitute the Com- 
munist element In America. 


"We have failed to find what 
they wanted," he said. "Teach- 
ers have told their students 'you 
get this or wel) have nothing to 
do with you,' and they leave frus- 
trated." 
Urging the teachers not to get 


n a rut, Dr. Brown 
suggested 
:hat "we don't have all the tools, 
jut I wonder If we're sharpening 
:he tools we already have to build 
better equipment" 


The "three R's" won't do the 


lob alone, he said, pointing out that 
teachers spend time making stu- 
dents memorize Shakespeare 
but 


never teach them how to go oul 
Into the world and make applica- 
tion for a Job. 


Dr. Brown related the old story 


of the three laborers who were 
laying bricks: 


"What ae you donlg?" one was 
asked. 


"I'm making two pounds a day,' 


he replied. 


"And 
what are you doing?" an- 


other was asked. 


"I'm laying bricks," he replied 
"What are you doing?" one was 


was asked. 


He replied: "I'm building agrea 
cathedral."

WASHINGTON, Dec. 8—</P>— 


Complaints of some Texas cotton 
farmers that their 1950 acreage 
allotments are unfair are being 
studied by agriculture department 
officials. 
But Wilson C. Tucker, an official 


of the cotton division, said today. 
It appeared congress will, have to 
amend the cotton quotas law be- 
fore any real relief can be given 
the Texons. 
Most top officers of the division 


were In- Memphis, Tenn., for a 
meeting of production and market- 
Ing administration executives. 


Upon their return

the Texas case is to be gone Into 
In detail. Tucker said. 
Most complaints coming to Tex- 
as 'congressmen have been from 
farmers in the state's coastal bend 
area and scattered counties In the 
western part. 
Texas' 1950 allocation under the 


control program to be voted on 
by cotton growers Dec. 15 Is. 7,- 
637,029 'acres. The national quota 
Is 21,000,000. 
The Texas quota was figured 


under a provision of a 1949 law 
allownig a state to get 05 percent 
of the of the annual average acre- 
age planted to cotton in 1947 and 
1948. 
This is called "the California 
gadget" by some congressmen. It 
•was a compromise proposed by. 
eotton interests of that state. 
Agriculture department officials 
•aid this plan gives Texas 96 acres 
more than it would have received 
with the allotment based on cred- 
iting farmers with acreage divert- 
ed during the war from cotton to 
war crops, such as peanuts and 
grain .sorghums. 
But Rep. Poage (D-Tex), a mem- 


ber of the house agriculture com- 
mittee, contends a proper credit for 
war crops would Increase the Tex- 
as quota by upwards of 100,000 
meres. He saya the department er- 
roneously interpreted the law in 
basing the Texas allotment on the 
"California gadget." 


The 1949 law provides that a 
•tat* shall receive its allotment 
under: •whichever plan gives it the 
larger acreage. It provides further, 
that the allocations within' states 
to the counties shall be mode by 
the same method under which the 
•t»t« 'allotment Is- figured. 
This is where, the Texas con- 


gressmen say, that the complaints 
from certain counties arise. Some 
•ountles shifted larger percentages 
•fk, cotton' acreage to war crops 
than-was done In other sectors.

Early In this century Colorado 
City was down to 3,000 people and 
In 1940 had grown to only 5,213. 
Now 
Colorado City Is. climbing 
back. Mostly it.'s oil—production, 
-ilpellne. oil field supplies, hauling, 
royalties; 
woll 
cementing, 
well 
shooting, and tools. Humble rented 
an entire floor of the Crawford Ho- 
tel to house its production office. 
Texas Pipeline 
Is 
building 
ten 
houses to accommodate men

station. 


Fifteen new 
business 
buildings 
have been built In the past year. 
Hospitals, churches, cafes,

And Mitchell county, of which 
Colorado City Is the county seat, 
still has its old reliable ranchers. 
Snyder, center of what may be- 
come one of the world's greatest 
oil'field areas, is growing so fast 
most city officials are reluctant to 
make an estimate. 
Snyder and Colorado City'are In 
the throes of a quick growth ex- 
perienced earlier by Odessa—prob- 
ably the Texas city which gained 
the most population, percentage- 
wise, In the decade ending. 
In 1940 Odessa had 9,573 people. 


An estimate based on utility con- 
nections now gives the West Texas 
oil town a population of 
40,000, 


which is more than quadrupling. 
The 1940 area was 1% 
square 
miles. Now the city has grown to 
five square miles. 
Here is a roll call on cities whose 
growth can be attributed In part 
to oil: 
Kllgore—unincorporated In 1930, 
Kilgore became an East Texas oil 
center following discovery of 
oil 
that year. A shiny, new city of 6.- 
708 existed when the 1940 census 
was taken. The Kllgore 
News- 


Herald, basing Its estimate on the 
1940 city directory, says 
Kllgore 
now has grown to 14,500. The direc- 
tory listed 17,000 people but covered 
some territory outside the city lim- 
its. The News-Herald says

built Kilgore, oil still Is the major 
industry, but new Industries and 
an added interest in agriculture 
are placing the area on more solid 
footing." 
Borger—a West Texas oil town 
whose population figures are de- 
ceptive. Borger has grown 
from 
10.810 In 1940 to an estimated 18,000, 
The estimate Is by City Manager 
A. A. Meredith on the basis of util- 
ity connections. But.there are about 
8.000 people in the oil company 
town of Phillips and about 4,000 in 
the "Rubber Town" of Bunavlsta, 
both adjacent to Borgor and In the 
Borger trade area. 
The -Borger 
News-Herald says oil, rubber and 
carbon black "have made the city." 


Midland—Doubled Its population 
between 1920 and 1930, again be- 
tween 1930 and 1940, and expects 
to triple between 1940 and 1950. 
The 1940 figure was 9,352. Delbert 
Downing, Chamber of Commerce 
manager, estimates the population 
now at 27,700, not including 2,500 
persons residing at Midland 
Air 
Terminal, which was annexed al- 
though it Is ten miles west of the 
city proper. The Midland Reporter- 
Telegram say« the population gain 
Is "due largely to oil company ex- 
pansion." Midland Is the business 
headquarters center of the Permian 
basin oil empire with more than 
200 oil companies and 
affiliated 
concerns. 


Pampa—Chamber of Commerce 


estimates present population at 21- 
152, compared with 12,896 In 1S40. 
Still growing, Pampa Is completing 
a million dollar office building and 
is getting a new direct highway 
route north. The Cities Service gas- 
oline plant has doubled In size and 
a repressuring plant is expected to 
elongate the life of the oil field.

HOUSTON, Deo.

Ing a dividing line between gov- 
ernment control and citizen respon- 
sbillty la America's biggest prob- 
lem, 
Gen. j Dwight D. Elsenhower 


warned last night. 


The Columbia University presi- 


dent told a crowd of 15,000 that 
Americana need to take stock be- 
cause "I think each one of us would 
admit he is worried." 


Americans are wondering "where 


we are going," he told the annual 
meeting of the Houston Chamber 
of Commerce. 


He quoted from Abraham 
Lin- 
coln's Gettysburg address—"Gov- 
ernment of the people, by the peo- 
ple and for the people." 


"Lincoln left out one preposi- 
tion," he said. "He did not say 
'to.' 
Lincoln saw no reason for 


our government to do things 'to' 
Us like some bureaucrats now find 
ao intriguing." 


His remark drew applause. 
Elsenhower made one indirect 


reference to the 1952 presidential 
election. 


He said one might be considered 


self-seeking- 
should 
he 
discus* 


problems Involving America's fu- 
ture. 
"I have, found it is no use *• 
say 'no',;'-he said, "but I still have 
the right of, an ordinary American 
to say what I think about subjects 
I thoroughly believe are concerning 
all." 


He offered a three-point formula 
for a strong, productive society— 
individual freedom, national 
co- 


operation and general 
education. 


Elsenhower implied that many 


of 
the government's 
existing 


trends, "often with the highest 
motives," are leading to regimen- 
tation. 
He mentioned the EGA, 


the Atlantic Pact, arming of Eu- 
rope. 


"Always, for

he said, 


"these things leave a sense of be- 
wilderment. I want to know more."

A member of the Veterans Ad- 


ministration legal department to- 
day urged Americans to rededleats 
themselves on Pearl Harbor Day 
:o leadership and faith, to believe 
n Ood and America and to make 
:ne American government a bus- 
iness the rest of the world will 
fear and respect. 


The VA official, Julian U. Hy- 
er, Dallas, spoke to a Joint meet- 
Ing of Corsicana Botarlans, Ctv- 
Itans and Lions. He was Intro- 
duced by the Rotary program 
chairman, Herman Brown. 
Hyer said we lack leadership, 


and we don't know whero we are 
going and what we are going to 
do, 


'We, as a nation, are out In 


front and we must act like lead- 
ers. As It Is we don"t know how 
to fathom Russia, nor do we know 
how to handle the atomic energy 


We lack leadership 
we possess, 
and ideas. 


"I believe the business and pro- 


fessional men of this great nation 
should take the places 
of 
the 


statesmen and politicians we have 
running our country. 


"Few of us would entrust our 


private businesses to -those who 
are running the government, yet 
we let them run -the nation. 
"We can profitably run every 


business In the country except our 
own government. It's time we took 
Inventory and 
furnished leader- 
ship and Ideas." 


Hyer added: "We can whip Rus- 


sia or any other nation in a shoot- 
Ing war In time. But can we whip 
Russia In the kind of a war they 
want to fight? They are smart, 
They have learned." 


Reminding his audience that 
Hitler told the world of his plans 
In "Meln Kamps," Hyer 
said, 


"Stalin nan told us of his plans. 
Ha has warned us that Russia 
doesn't Intend to live side by side 
with such a nation as ours. He 
.has said one or the other must 
perish." 
Speaking of recent occurrences 


Involving the United. States! the 
Dallas speaker denounced the prac- 
tices followed In the Communist 
trial aftermath and the arrest of 
Consul General Angus Ward In 
Communist China. He said: 
"What did our government do 


when Ward was arrested? They 
appealed to 30 minor nations to 
take up his release with the Chi- 
nese Communists. I don't like that. 
A 
flight 
of B-29 bombers . over 


Communist China would have been 
more appropriate and would have 
brought imedlate results." 


Referring to the trial of the 12 


Communist leaders In New York, 
and their release on bond, Hyer 
said: 


"Is It necessary we give Pro- 


tection to those who. flaunt our 
laws. Who after release continue 
their nefarious activities against 
our country? 
' 


"A mad dog that has been quar- 


antined Isn't released to bite more 
people." 


The speaker recalled the news- 


paper headlines of Dec. 7, 1941, 
and remarked that everyone's life 
changed on that day. 
"Before that day was over we 


were at war. We haven't been at 
peace since. I don't know If we'll 
ever he at peace again. Today 
we are faced with a situation 
which does not guarantee there 
won't be a third World War." 
He asked his audience:

"It takes just a spark to turn 


a beautiful sprucn Into a blazing 
torch In your living room. Christ- 
mas trees are full of inflamable 
pitch and resins, They'll burn fur- 
iously even when fresh cut," warns 
the chief. 


In an effort to keep Christmas 


a merry, event and to cut down on 
the number of fires, Chief Bivins 
offers the following suggestions: 


1. Choose a small tree, Instead of 


a big one. It will be Just as pretty 
and much less hazardous. 


2. Keep your tree outdoors until 


just before Christmas. Install It In 
the coolest part of the room, away 
from fireplaces,. heaters, or radia- 
tors. 


3. Do not, under any circum- 


stances, use cotton or paper for 
decoration on the tree pr around 
the tree. 


4. Do not place electric trains 


around the tree. 


5. Use electric lights for Illumi- 


nation. 
Never use candles. See 


that all wires are-In good condition. 
Use Christmas tree lighting outfits 
which have been tested by Under- 
writers Laboratories, Inc. These 
ca: be Identified by a tag bearing 
teh name of Underwriters' Labora- 
tories, Inc. attached to the wires. 


8. Do not plug or unplug the 


electric cords beneath the tree. 
Provide a switch some distance 
from the tree to turn the light off 
or on. 


7. Do not leave lights burning 


when no one Is in the house. From 
time to time Inspect the tree to 
see whether any noedleg near the 
lights have started tp turn brown. 


If so, change the position of the 
lights. 


8. when needles start falling, 


take the tree down and discard It.
